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Sennaro, 


HUNTINGTON HARTFORD THEATRE 


The newest intimate theatre in Hollywood is the spank- 
ing Huntington Hartford Theatre which opened in 
September. What makes it of special interest, however, is 
the fact that it is a major legitimate house in the movie 
capital. What makes it of special interest to interior de- 
signers is that the theatre—a landmark at Hollywood and 
Vine for twenty-seven years with a past including theatre, 
films, depression darkness and seventeen years as a radio 
playhouse—has been completely renovated and modernized. 

It can be described as strictly a custom job, although the 
nature of the interior decorating in it is in the contract 
category, with green carpet bearing a motif of frosty pink 
stars, seats covered in a green and gold-shot, wear-resistant 
fabric, handwrought iron chandeliers and appliques, and 
handwoven curtains, all specially designed and specially 
executed. Helen Conway, A.I.D., was interior designer. 

When the curtain went up for the first time in the new 
theatre—on Helen Hayes playing in Sir James M. Barrie's 
“What Every Woman Knows”—nothing remained of the 
old theatre except the original walls. The entire interior 
was reconstructed. For over a year Interior Designer Helen 
Conway had been busy with her alterations, supervising a 
veritable beehive of workmen, and dealing with construc- 
tion engineers, contractors and various craftsmen, readying 
the theatre for its premiére. Naturally, innumerable 
unforeseen problems cropped up, all of which lent zest to

the job. No expense was spared, and the total bill for the 
redecorating alone totaled more than $750,000. 

It all began when Huntington Hartford, grandson of the 
founder of A. & P., acquired the theatre in 1953. He then 
went about getting what he wanted done by the simple 
expedient of ’phoning people he had never met before! 
He had seen and admired the interior designing by Miss 
Conway in homes of his friends, so he 'phoned her and 
asked her to make some suggestions. Although this was to 
be her first contract job, he gave her the commission from 
the sketches she submitted. Outside of the final sketches, 
he saw no more of the changes. All of which speaks well for 
the capabilities of the interior designer and the confidence 
placed in her by her client. 

The facade of the theatre is white Vermont marble, and 
the black terrazzo sidewalk extends into the foyer. The 
lobby features the largest floor-to-ceiling mirror, opposite 
the entrance, ever installed on the West Coast. In the 
theatre proper, with no piers to obstruct the view, there 
are over a thousand seats and all boasting perfect sight 
lines. Every member of the audience can see and hear well. 
The proscenium, eighty feet in height, is flanked by teak- 
wood pilasters set against gray walls ornamented with two 
huge bas-relief postural figures in white and gold, by 
Sculptor Ruth Clemens Tidmarsh, representing Comedy 
and Tragedy. The stage curtain is a handwoven gray fabric, 
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View of orchestra, showing proscenium 
flanked by teakwood pilasters; curtain is 
handwoven textured fabric shot with shim- 
mering gold, by Robert Crowder, and 
matches gray walls; seating, supplied by 
American Seating Co., upholstered in Col- 
lins & Aikman fabric. Worthington air 
conditioning, by Kilpatrick & Co.

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shot through with gold. In addition to developing a place 
of comfort and elegance, the interior designer had to keep 
in mind a building that would complement all kinds of 
stage productions. Although the plan of the owner is not to 
use the intimate house for musicals, the covered orchestra 
pit could easily be so converted. 

An innovation in the Continental manner is a café-bar 
for both food and grog, on the mezzanine, first of its kind 
in America. Other new features which have been embodied 
in this theatre are new ventilating and indirect lighting 
systems, ultra smart brass and wrought iron stair rails from 
the foyer to the balcony. The walls of the powder rooms 
are of rare imported rose marble. 

The interior designer's approach to the decorative treat- 
ment was the same as for a hostess planning a friendly and 
gracious home in which to welcome guests. The décor is 
modern, satisfying in chic without being extreme, rich 
without being ornate. The colors, it will be observed, are 
all from a muted palette, and include gray, off-white and 
green, spiced with black. Against such a background women 
patrons attending the theatre look their best, because there 
is no clash with their dress or complexions. 

The theory on which Miss Conway works, she says, is to 
draw her clients out and find out what they want. In this 
respect the interior designer has to be somewhat of a 
psychologist as well. She never imposes her wishes, but 
offers the best of her talent. Her conversations with Mr. 
and Mrs. Hartford and a glimpse of their personalities had 
an important influence on the final outcome of the decora- 
tive plans for the theatre. Certainly it stands as a tribute 
to the rewarding qualities of the art of interior design.

Naturally being 
associated with her, these are in the 
obtainable and are ex- 
painted and __ beautifully 
framed. Of the furniture here, we 
can never hope to describe ade- 
quately all the items in such a select 
assembly—so you'll have to see them 
for yourself. Among the finer pieces, 
however, we ‘can’t resist mentioning 
a little poudreuse in satinwood, olive 
and rosewood, signed with pride by 
its maker, and today of museum qual- 
ity; another excellent example of 
French cabinetwork is a Louis XVI 
desk in its original black lacquer 
decorated with old gilt. A Louis XVI 
mahogany commode of similar design 
has brass decoration outlining the 
drawers and framework and is fitted 
with the original marble top. Among 
many examples of fine mirrors with 
old glass, unusual objets d’art and 
carved chairs, bouillotte lamps, bér- 
géres in fruitwoods or painted fin- 
ishes, and bronze doré chandeliers, 
we found a rare handsomely scaled 
Louis XV bow-front bureau plat del- 
icately detailed and fitted with won- 
derfully wrought ormolu. A pair of 
Louis XVI commodes caught our eye, 
too; one of these of the quality dis- 
played is rare enough, but to find a 
pair is exceptional indeed, and is in-

The McGuire Company, Hotaling 
Place, San Francisco, has introduced 
a handsome new group of rattan fur- 
niture, designed by Eleanor Forbes, 
and keynoted by the use of rawhide 
rather than the customary reed bind- 
ings. ‘The rawhide is applied when 
wet and forms an unusually tight and 
strong bond when dry, thus extending 
the usable sphere of rattan to include 
commercial interiors as well as semi- 
protected areas outdoors, In the new 
upholstered lounge group which has 
deep, low-slung seats, is a 79” long 


sofa with three loose cushions in back, 
a single airfoam mattress for seating. 
A lounge chair with removable back 
and seat cushions is 33” in depth. A 
circular coffee table has a clear ‘glass 
top over a swastika shaped base of 
rattan which creates design interest 
when viewed from any angle. For 
dining or card games, a 45” circular 
table comes in a choice of several 
different wood or micarta tops; side 
chairs have upholstered slip seats, with 
backs which are Mandarin-like in de- 
sign.

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BOOK REVIEW 


MASTERS OF MODERN ART 


Edited by Alfred H. Barr, Jr., Director 
of Collection, Museum of Modern 
Art. 240 pages with 356 plates, 77 
in color. New York: Simon & Schus- 
ter, 630 Fifth Avenue. $15 


The Museum of Modern Art is twenty-five years 
old. It is difficult to conceive a more fitting tribute to 
commemorate its remarkable achievements of the past 
quarter century than the magnificent volume Masters 
of Modern Art, a visual record of selections from the 
Museum’s Collection. In his introduction, Alfred H. 
Barr, Jr., states that from the many thousands of works 
of art which the Museum has collected “a few of the 
best or most characteristic” were chosen. It is possible 
that one may carp at the selection, and time may make 
a liar of the book’s title; no one, however, can say that 
the publishers have stinted on making this one of the 
finest and most lavishly produced books on modern 
art. It is abounding in excellent color reproductions— 
the color plates are mounted rather than printed on 
the page—and it illustrates not only painting but also 
sculpture, architecture, photography and films, with 
commentary on each by authorities from the respective 
departments of the Museum. 

The selection of paintings ranges from Hopper’s 
“House by the Railroad”, the first painting acquired 
by the Museum, to Rousseau’s “The Dream”, one of 
their most recent acquisitions. Mr. Barr’s commentary 
is scholarly without being pedantic, and wherever pos- 
sible he lets the artists speak for themselves. Thus we 
hear Van Gogh’s words while working on “The Starry 
Night”: “To express hope by a star, the eagerness of 
the soul by a sunset radiance. Certainly there is noth- 
ing in that of .. . realism, but is it not something that 
exists?” . . . or the words of Miro who regarded his 
compositions as “drawings into which I put the 
hallucinations provoked by my hunger’. Although the 
meaning of many of the paintings is explored, the text 
is especially helpful in presenting each work of art in 
its relationship to the movement from which it sprang 
—impressions, cubism, surrealism—and in showing 
how and why these movements came about. 

For the lover of modern art, there can be only one 
thing more satisfying than reading and looking at 
Masters of Modern Art, and that is a visit to the 
Museum itself. Masters of Modern Art will not only 
stimulate the desire to do so; it will also preserve for 
you a visual record of the best that lies within its walls.

This interesting book—which will appeal to many 
readers besides those who own and collect dolls’ 
houses—has as a subtitle Four Centuries of the Do- 
mestic World in Miniature, but the reader will find 
that the lineage of dolls’ houses discussed and illus- 
trated extends to ancient Egypt. Besides describing 
and illustrating in detail the most renowned European 
and American doll houses of the past four centuries, 
the book gives accounts of paper doll houses, doll shops 
and kitchens. It was not until 1558 that we have the 
first recorded doll house on record, a princely affair 
placed by Albrecht V in his art collection. The author 
includes chapters on the old Dutch “cabinet” doll 
houses, on German, French, English and American 
houses from their earliest days to the present, and 
material on the manufacturers of miniature furnish- 
ings and houses.

subtle colorings and translucent glazes. But the methods 
of manufacture are not so very different, at that, for 
clay of one kind or another is molded by hand, or shaped 
on the potter’s wheel. Then it is baked in one way or 
another and decoration is applied to make each piece 
yet more appealing. Porcelain is in reality the supreme 
work of a master potter. 

Like many of our cherished inheritances, its origin 
was in China. It is believed that these clever craftsmen 
had originated the glaze that distinguishes porcelain 
some time just prior to the Christian era. But the earliest 
pieces now extant belong to the tenth century A.D. 
Lovely as are the exotic forms, the unequalled color, and 
fine decorative quality of the Oriental porcelains, it is 
on the products of Europe that interior designers focus 
their attention. The early Sung pieces with their varying 
tones of green translucent glaze were simple, almost 
clumsy, but always decorative. The polychromatic col- 
oring of the Ming porcelains makes them outstanding. 
And with the coming of the Manchu dynasty we as- 
sociate the fragile blue and white patterns and the 
famille rose that just cannot be duplicated. From the 
same period comes the porcelain that we know as Chinese 
Lowestoft—a misnomer, but one that usage has made 
acceptable. The porcelains made in China from foreign 
designs and decorated with unfamiliar figures and forms

have been dubbed Lowestoft for no better reason than 
that the little factory in that small English city copied 
the true Chinese porcelains to the best: of their ability. 
There have never been more magnificent porcelains 
than some of those from the East, but the many vagaries 
of those of England and France and Germany and Italy 
offer greater variety to us who are always searching for 
something new and different. 

To differentiate between pottery and porcelain it may 
help to remember that any translucent ware is porcelain. 
Of course that is obvious only on the edges of pieces 
where the clay has been molded very thin. There are 
three different kinds that can all be classified as porce- 
lain, though the white body that is made of hard paste 
is frequently known as “true porcelain.” The soft paste 
is even more translucent and was the only kind used for 
many years. Just in between the two in translucence as 
well as in hardness lies the medium or bone paste. 
Only an expert can differentiate between the types, 
however. 

The two component parts are kaolin or china-clay and 
petuntse or china stone, which are fused together during 
the firing. The differences in the several qualities of 
porcelain depend upon the proportions used. Most of 
the German china has a body of hard paste, as does 
modern Sévres. The porcelain of China is less hard, less

severe, more sensitive to the touch when it is handled. 

The soft-paste porcelain is less white in color, has less 
resistance to heat, but has greater translucence. The 
loveliest old Sévres was soft paste. The bone porcelain, 


_ developed in England about the middle of the 18th 
| century, is composed of china-stone, felspar, some kaolin 


and bone ash. It has some of the qualities of the hard 
paste and some of the soft, and is a true intermediate in 
everything. The charming figurines and other decorative 
ornaments that are pure white but unglazed are known 
as biscuit ware. The Sévres factory still makes a quantity 


of such porcelains including fairly large groups of figures. 


Next in importance to the body is the glaze which 
comes out glossy, medium, or mat. The glaze is a trans- 


_ parent, vitreous-like substance into which the piece is 


| dipped. A good glaze fuses with the paste body until 


they are one. A hard glaze including felspar is ordinarily 
applied to a hard-paste body and a soft glaze on a 
soft-paste body. 

When the rare porcelains of China first appeared in 


| Europe in the 14th and 15th centuries, the native potters 


| were enthusiastic at the thought of the possibility of 


reproduction. They knew they could copy the forms, they 
felt sure their clay was adequate, but they were decidely 
uncertain about how to produce such a translucent glaze.

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They thought that perhaps glass was one of its corpo- 
nent parts and so set about the manufacture in that 
way. At several of the glass centers, particularly Venice INTERI ; 

and later Florence, they produced a kind of soft-paste RIOR’S IMPORT co., INC. 
porcelain with a high glaze that set the style for French 


and Italian porcelain up to the 17th century. 

But in the meantime a German student of the Chinese 
porcelains sensed that the local clay was not adequate 
and so set about experimenting. He soon learned that 
the true “hard-paste” white porcelain could only be 
made by combining certain materials that would fuse 
together perfectly. Following his discoveries the famous | 


factory was set up at Meissen. Then came others in 
Vienna, Venice, Russia and other towns in Germany, all 
making hard-paste porcelain. But the Sévres factory did 
not give up their belief in soft-paste porcelain until the | 
early 19th century, as will be noted later. 

The first glazed white porcelain made in Germany 
was produced in the Meissen factory in 1709. Though 
many of their forms were at first Chinese in inspiration 
they were later largely influenced by the Rococo style 
borrowed from France. They modeled many of their 
pieces elaborately and fret work edges played an im- 
portant part. The colors were for the most part selected 
from a palette of pastel tones, including that vague vio- 


let-like lustre that seems to be unique with the Meissen

factory. Some of the decorations were definitely Chino- 
iserie in character, but the style which is most frequently 
identified with them includes dainty, finely drawn flowers 
scattered lightly over a pale glaze. Call it all “Dresden” 
china if you prefer, for the Meissen factory is close under 
the spreading wings of the art-loving city of Dresden. 
Quantities of fine table ware came from the Meissen 
factory until the middle of the 18th century, when the 
fashion swung toward the newer styles that were being 
made in France. From the factory at Fiirstenberg came 
splendid bits of biscuit porcelain and particularly the 
portrait medallions in white on blue. The name of 
Nymphenburg porcelain conjures before our eyes finely 
sculptured figures, always delicate definitely naturalistic 
and charmingly decorative. 

As already noted it was in Italy that the early experi- 
ments were made seeking a glaze comparable to that of 
China. But the story of Italian pottery is far more allur- 
ing than that of her porcelains. There were various 
porcelain factories in and near Venice, but they did not 
register any great individuality. The one outstanding 
factory was probably that of Capo di Monte near Naples 
which was under the patronage of Charles III. When 
he became King of Spain in 1759 he took many of the 
finest porcelain craftsmen with him to Spain, where a 
royal porcelain factory was set up. Particularly famed

for its groups of figures modeled in the Rococo manner, 
the Capo di Monte colors were delicate despite the seem- 
ing over-elaboration of the delicate forms. Pink, rose, 
purple and a good quantity of gold make them always 
decorative. During the later influence of the classical 
revival at the end of the 18th century some of the Capo 
di Monte figures were turned into Greeks and Romans, 
but always with a hint of the fulsome curve that be- 
longed to the Rococo era. 

Though France did not start quite so early in her 
manufacture of porcelains as some of her neighboring 
countries, it was not long until she advanced rapidly. 
And of course, to this day, she still holds her place in 
the sun of ceramics. Very little is known of the earliest 
factory at Rouen established in the 17th century, but a 
few examples prove not only its existence but its ad- 
vancement. Just shortly afterward the better known 
works at Saint Cloud were set up. There they modeled 
their ornamentation before glazing. They copied many of 
the fine old porcelains and often the products of the 
Saint Cloud factory are mistaken for Blanc de Chine. 
Their figures were more boldly modeled—with less 
finesse perhaps—the same being true of their flower-pots 
that are so amazingly decorative. 

Chantilly porcelain of the 18th century was distinctive, 
though its derivation was undoubtedly Japanese. Much

of it looked a bit like Dresden done with a French flair. 
All of these factories used a soft paste that produced a 
markedly beautiful finish, particularly pleasing to the 
touch. The very finest came from the royal factory at 
Vincennes which was moved to Sévres in 1756. The early 
Vincennes porcelains were quite German in appearance, 
but with the establishment of the new factory France 
set up her own claims as a leader in the production of 
porcelains. Royal backing kept up the quality and variety 
of design and many over-elaborate show pieces were 
made for the royal palaces. Very early the superiority 
of their small scenic panels set against a plain ground 
gained prominence for Sévres china. Every change of 
taste and development of a new style in architectural 
and interior design was carefully followed. Some of the 
finest artists of France worked with the potters, both in 
form and in color. Boucher, for instance, was quite car- 
ried away with his designs for the graceful little figures 
or groups turned out in biscuit-china. Sévres colors have 
always been dominating for they are clear and brilliant 
and yet beautifully decorative. The original Sévres blue, 
bleu de Roi, was deeper than the later one, bleu celeste, 
which still holds a prime place in the small list of jewel- 
like hues. The apple green and Empire green are splendid 
and one other rare tone is that subtle pink known as 
rose Pompadour. With the introduction of hard paste 
for the bodies in 1804 the very feel of the porcelain

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changed. Along with the designs which were chastely 
classical, each piece seemed to assume a less friendly, 
but more brittle and pompous air. 

Perhaps no people love to be surrounded by porce- 
lains more than the English. Not only appreciative of 
beauty of form and color, they have devised ways to 
use them in their daily existence which should prove an 
inspiration to us. There are many outstanding manu- 
facturers in England that have been working in porce- 
lains since the early 18th century, some still using the 
same forms that were created so long ago. Chelsea is one 
of the most important names to us and in their factory 
there has been made everything that could possibly be 
made from porcelain. They found plenty of inspiration 
in the rare importations from the Orient, they copied 
many details from Dresden china, and they followed 
closely some of the finest work at Sévres. But even with 
so many outside forces directing them, Chelsea porcelains 
became distinctive. At one time the Rococo patterns 
were overdone but the charming simplicity of the Chelsea 
figures, scent-bottles, patch boxes and other petites bijoux 
is outstanding. After the Chelsea factory was sold to the 
owner of the Derby plant the character of the work 
depreciated. The chief claim to fame of this Derby- 
Chelsea combination lay in their beautiful tableware, 
though some of their figure groups are comparable to 
those of Meissen.

The early English factories—Chelsea, Bow, Derby, 
and Worcester—were privately owned, and were spon- 
sored in no measure by royal patronage. Their mar- 
kets represented simpler and less luxurious tastes than 
did the majority of the Continental potteries. And all 
made a soft paste. 

The Bow factory was a contemporary of that one in 
Chelsea though perhaps its products were not so out- 
standing. Most of their pieces closely resembled the work 
at Meissen, though later the French influence was very 
strong. Bow figures are of special interest to the collector 
though they are usually inferior to those of Chelsea. 
Lowestoft was really an off-shoot of the Bow factory. 
Comparatively little of the porcelain dubbed Lowestoft 
was ever made there, though practically all of their work 
from 1756 to 1802 was based on Chinese importations. 

Worcester china, which survived many changes of 
ownership, occupies a place of prominence to this day, 
and though largely copied from the Chinese it is dis- 
tinctive. The outstanding colors of the old Worcester 
designs were black, red and puce, usually printed under 
the glaze. The famous blue floral patterns of a later 
period were also put on under the glaze. The Bristol 
factory, one of the leaders of the mid-18th century, 
turned out handsome table service and some figures 
in the classical form. The milky-white base though com-

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paratively hard fused so completely with the glaze that 

the resultant glaze was not so smooth and glassy as is 

noted on some other wares. Comparatively few colors 
were used, pale green and blue and red being the favor- 
| ites with very little gold added. 

The name of Coalport brings to mind the handsome 
tableware made there since 1780. The head of the factory 
was the inventor of the well-known “Willow” pattern, 
for he was largely inspired by the Oriental fantasies. 
The “Indian Tree” is another pattern created for the 
same factory. 

The Crown Derby pattern made by Spode is too well 


known to need further identification. Spode using the . 


bone paste which lies between hard paste and soft paste 
specialized in a variety of forms and decorations, includ- 
ing the well-known blue and white that was so popular 
for use with Chippendale furniture. Copeland became a 
partner in the 19th century, and the present-day prod- 
ucts are known as Copeland-Spode. The founding of the 
firm of Minton belongs in the very late 18th century 
and Thomas Minton, as a master potter, turned out 
many pieces worthy of the collector’s attention. We can- 
not leave the discussion of English porcelains without 
mention of that great potter Josiah Wedgwood. Though 
his fame is largely based on his wonderful products

turned out from earthen ware he also did some fine 
porcelain which is the delight of collectors. 


Interior designers have always turned to old porcelain 
for that final decorative touch that completes a room, 
for there are so few things that have beauty of form and 
color and at the same time are a delight to handle. There 
is the occasional client who has a large group of porce- 
lains to be housed in a way that is beautiful but different. 
A tall cabinet is ideal for a collection of small figures 
so that each one can be seen at eye level and therefore 
more truly appreciated. The lower shelves can then be 
filled with a service of rare china or even odd pieces, 
letting the plates stand up to make a background for 
the smaller pieces. Other cabinets of different sizes and 
shapes with fancy metal grilles which shield but do not 
hide the treasures inside may also answer a problem. 


A fine pair of vases, pot pourri jars or crocus pots are 
equally good on the mantel, on a wide commode, or 
divided, one each on a small console. A pair of grace- 
fully designed brackets may flank a chimneybreast or a 
tall secretary or bookcase, and on each may be placed 
an unusual piece of porcelain. The color and texture as 


well as form will add definitely to any simple wall treat- 
ment. Against a Chinoiserie background several small 
brackets, each with its bit of old china, will help to
